Iii domestic economy tlie waste of 


fuel is exceedingly great, but it is 
not easy to give precise figures rep- 
resenting the lots of effect, owing to 
tlie manifold purposes to L* accom- 
plished, including cooking and tlie 
heating and ventilation of apait- 
ments. 
If ventilation could be 


neglected, close stoves, such as are 
used in Russia, would unquestiona- 
bly furnish the most economical 
mode ot heating our apartments, 
but health and comlort are, after all, 
of greater importance than economy, 
and these are bcf t secured by meant, 
of an open chimney. Not only dues 
tlie open chimney give rise ti> an 
active circulation of air through the 
room, which is a uc(e=bity for oui 
well-being, but heat is sujiplud to 
the loom by ladiation from the in- 
candescent material instead tit by 
conduction from stove furnace", in 
the one case the walls and furniture 
of the room absorb the luminous 
heat rajs, and yield them back to 
tlie transparent air, wheieas, in the 
hitter case, the air is tlie first leupi- 
ents of the Htove heat, and the walls 
of the room remain coinpaiatively 
cold and damp, giving nv to an 
unpleabaut musty atmospluie ami 
to dry rot 01 other moldy growth 
The adversaries of the opeu fire- 
place say that it warms you onK ou 
one side, but this one-sided radiant 
heat produces upon the dein/ens of 
this somewhat humid country; and, 
indeed, upon all unprejudiced peo- 
ple, a particularly agreeable s>enba 
tion, which IB proof, I think, of its 
healthful influence 
The hot radi- 


ant fire imitates, indeed, the sun in 
its effect on man and matter, and 
before discarding it on the score of 
wastefulness and 
gmokiness, 
we 


should try haul, I think, to ouie it 
of Ub admitted imperfections. 
If 


incandescent coke is the main source 
of radiant heat, why, it may be 
asked, do we not resort at once to 
coke lor our domestic fuel'* 
The 


reasons are two-fold; the coke would 
be most difficult to light, and when 
lighted \vould look cheerless with- 
out the lively flickering flame. The 
true solution consists, I venture to 
submit, in the combination of solid 
and gaseous fuel 
when brought 


thoroughly uudei control, by fiiM 
separating tluse two constituents ol 
coal. I am bold enough to go as 
far as to sas t h it raw coal 
not be used as fuel lor any purpose 
«li it-oi'v< r, and that the first ste] 
towaul t i n - ] i i lit ions and nonoii'ii 
production ol hi it is lh<- gas tetoit 
01 ga.s piodtKir, in wlnuh coal i 
ton veiled either entirely into gas 
or into gas and coke, as is the case 
at oui culinary gas works.

William Young, the butcher, diicovered 
a one-story frame dwelling on West Eldo- 
rado itreet, occupied bj John Skelley and 
family, to be on fire. The flatnes had 
made rapid headway, and Tounf? «aw 
that it would be utterly impossible to slay 
their progress. He immediately alarmed 
the neighborhood, and with the assistance 
of several men succeeded in rousing the 
sleeping inmates, and got Mr. and Mrs. 
Skelley, their four children, and a boy 
named James Fitzpatrick, out of the sev- 
eral rooms, just as lite firebrands com- 
menced to drop on to the furniture and 
bedding. The inmates fled to the yard in 
their night clothes. 
The dwelling was 


totally destroyed, together with all the 
furniture, clothing and bedding, except a 
bureau and a bedstead. The fire depart- 
ment did not receive the alarm until after 
the dwelling was enveloped in Hames, and 
when the red jackets arrived at the scene 
with their hose carls, they found the 
water plugs too far distant to nmka hose 
connection, but they did splendid service 
in saving adjacent property from igniting. 
It was a miracle that George S. Lyon'a 
house did not take fira. The Skelley 
dwelling, it appears, ignited sometime in 
tUe night from a smouldering fire in the 
smokehouse, which stood near by. There 
was no insurance on either the house or 
its contents. The dwelling was the prop- 
erty of Mrs. Saul, mother of Mrs. Skelley, 
whe lately arrived here from her home 
near Great Bend, Kansas. The total loss 
is about $1,000. 


Last night at 13 o'clock, another alarm 


of fire was sounded, to which the volun- 
teer firemen promptly responded, pulling 
their carts over the sidewalks because 
the streets wersliuipassahle on account of 
the partly frozen mud. It was discovered 
that the -dwelling of Edward Dodwell, 
the dairyman, on Illinois street, between 
Eldorado and North St3., in the 5th ward, 
was on lire, having caught fmin a couple 
of furnaces at the rear of the bouse, which 
were used to cook feet for the cows. The 
firemen succeeded in staying the progress 
of the flames and saved adjoining stables 
and other property that were in great dan- 
ger tor a time. The loss will foot up be- 
tween $500 and $800, which we learn is 
fully covered by insurance.
